The level of training in both Army 


Air Foree is considered high, despite the 
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evitable difficulties consequent to rapid 
numerical expansion of both forees. Very 
little emphasis has been placed in the 
Army on either administration or house 
keeping. The quartermaster, paymaster, 
und regimental business officers have a 
standing in the German Army that would 
seem strange to American soldiers. Regu 
lar officers, the Germans say, should bend 
all their energies to fighting. “Beamers” or 
civie officials, therefore, are admitted to 
the Army for administrative work, such as 
hookkeeping and other business details. 
They rank as officers, but are considered 
officials, High commanders devote the 
bulk of their time and energy in super 
vising troop training. 

The traditional German taetieal doe 
trines of the offensive have persisted from 
World War days through the Reichswehr 
to the new Army. In the General Staff 
school, nine tactical problems in offensive 
action are given for every one dealing 
with a defensive situation. To achieve the 
tactical initiative under any and all eir 
cumstances could well be held to be a 
German maxim, even if thereby the risk of 
piece-meal attacks, of stumbling into am 
bushes, and of exposing flanks is accepted 
us a regretable corollary. 

Much thought has been given to the ad 
visability of utilizing in open warfare tae 
tical units smaller than the division. Many 
offieers had urged that a smaller division 
he introduced. This suggestion, however, 
hus been rejected. Instead, the idea had 
tuken hold that the reinforeed regiment 
was the logical tactical unit in open war- 
fare, and that when not encountering fixed 
resistance, the division should play much 
the same role as the corps had previously 
done, In consequence, the entire Army 
has been trained to march and fight as re 
inforced regiments.

The Douhet Doctrine 

Soldiers have long studied the problems 
involved in breaking through a relatively 
short front when there is a dense popula 
tion in the rear trained and ready to come 
to arms within a few days. Some believers 
n the growing power of aviation argued 
that the airplane provided the answer. 
\irplanes would bomb the civilian popula 
tion and so shatter their morale that 
vhether or not the nation had been trained 

universal military service it would sue 
for peace even before its army had been 
eaten in battle. 

General Guilio Douhet’s name has been 
erroneously attached to this idea. What 
he advoeated was the preparation in time 
of peace of a large aviation foree which, 
vhen war comes, will be ready to take off 
nto enemy country without delay Its ob 
jective would not be the civilian popula- 
tion, but the things used by a country first 
to mobilize and then to concentrate its wat 
strength. “Mobilization” is calling to colors 
the civilians whd form the trained reserve. 
his takes time. “Concentration” is mov 
ing the units of the army, after thev have 
wen raised to war strength, from the 


places of local assembly by rail, ship, bus 

i on foot—to the localities where they 

re to commence fighting. This also takes 

time. Thus the essential in each of the 

two processes needed to bring even the 

most modern, up-to-date army to the point 
‘¥ 


where it can become effective is time. 


But a large aviation force, prepared in 
uivanee, needs no time in order to become 
effective. It already is mobilized and con 
centrated, It can start immediately for 
its goal. From this faet there followed 
i logical deduction, Why not use an ai 
foree against those means which an enemy 
ises, first to mobilize his troops and thet 
to concentrate them? The means in ques 
on consists of barracks, stables, gun 
sheds, arsenals, railways, railway stations, 
ges, ships, docks, eleetrie light plants

Aviation in Spain 


In Spain aviation played a role which

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BOOK REVIEWS

THE REMINISCENCES OF A MARINE, 
by Major General John A. Lejeune. 
Dorranee & Company, Ine., Philadelphia. 


$4.00. 


General Lejeune needs no introduction 
to the Marine Corps. He is known to all as 
the commander of the Second Division, 
A. E. F.. and as Major General Comman 
dant for almost a deeade, from 1920 to 
1929, 

The present volume is a second printing, 
the original edition having been published 
in 1930. When first released General Le 
jeune’s “The Reminiscences of a Marine” 
was widely acclaimed by both press and 
publie. The following extract is taken 
from a review of the 1930 edition: “Gen 
eral Lejeune’s life is just published. His 
retirement from the Marine Corps to take 
up new duties at the Virginia Military In 
stitute, and the faet that the General him 
self wrote out every word of his story, 
have eaused a slight delay which the in 
terested reader will readily forgive. This 
famous leader, one of the most popular in 
the service, one of the ablest in the A. E. 
F., is well-nigh the last of the chief Amer 
ican commanders to prepare his memoirs. 

“Of Acadian ancestry, he tells of his 
Louisiana bovhood, the Naval Adademy, 
his first cruise, shipwreck at Samoa; then 
through Spanish-American War days to 
the Philippines, Panama, Vera Cruz. Giv 
ing the semi-official story of the Marines, 
General Lejeune vividly depiets Marbache, 
St. Mihiel, Blane Mont Ridge, the Meuse 
Argonne, and the occupation of the Rhine 
land.” 

The story of General Lejeune’s life is, 
in a great measure, a cross index of Ma 
rine Corps and Naval history from 1888 to 
1929—a period of forty-one years. A par 
ticularly thrilling episode is the General’s 
aceount of the hurricane and tidal wave 
and the tragie aftermath at Samoa in 
Mareh, 1889. As one of the survivors of 
the wreck of the “Vandalia,” General Le 
jeune’s first hand story should be read by 
all who thrill to an heroic epie of the sea. 

“The modesty of General Lejeune is such 
that among strangers he would never say 
he had been in France. But he is not above 
loing justice to the Seeond Division in 
print. To read his story of its behavior in 
i¢tion in the Belleau Woods, an old fight 
ing ground before he took eommand, in 
the St. Mihiel sector, in the battle of Blane 
Mont Ridge, and in the Meuse-Argonne is 
to recognize that he has a gift for graphie 
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narrative and gan write about military op 
erations without leading the reader into a 
maze and leaving him there bewildered, 
which is the wont of most of the war his 
torians. General Lejeune was a religious 
soldier, like some of the great leaders in 
the Civil War. It was the spirit of Stone 
wall Jackson that this son of Louisiana 
displayed.’’ (New York Times Sook Re 
view.) 

This book should oceupy an important 
place in anyone’s library, and is recom 
mended without reservation.
